ly brought to the conference table. 
They have a right to ask what a peace 
on W ilson’s term s will maan for our 
life in the future.

The discussion wit Ii our 
opponents 
and\jnot’our strength will decide what 
w'e think is right. 
“The essence of President .W ilson's 
program for a league of nations can­ 
not he accomplished unless all peo­ 
ples have the right of self-determina­ 
tion. 
Should we at home maintain 
the national egoism which until re­ 
cently has dominated

life then there would be no restitu­ 
tion and renovation for 
us.

would cripple us for generations. But 
if we comprehend that this frightful 
war is over all a victory for the idea 
of justice and subm it to it with no 
m ental reservation we win find in it 
the cure for our present wounds and 
a reservoir for future strength.

Story of Americans’ Part In 
Recent Battle With Brit­ 
ish Troops Is Told 


Arch-Murderer Still Unpun 
ished, Yet Cringing Hun 
Liars Talk of ‘Honor’ 


BY LOWELL MELLETT 
(United Press Staff Correspondent) 
WITH THE BRITISH ARMIES IN 
KRANCE, Oct. 23.—The story of the 
part th" Americans played in the re­ 
cent fighting has been obtained by a 
half-day’s journey into the wrecked 
country behind the' Hlndenburg line. 
The battle in which the Americans 
participated lasted three days, begin­ 
ning at 5: 20 Thursday morning, when, 
with the British on either 
side 
of 
them, they attacked 
from 
the 
St. 
Couplet line (south of Le Gateau) on 
a front of 3000 yards 
(nearly 
three 
miles) without artillery preparation. 
Tanks manned by Americans were im­ 
portant factors. 
The position 
from 
which they attacked was on a ridge 
west of the La Selle river. 
Their ob­ 
jective was the ridge beyond, includ­ 
ing a valle> more than a mile wide. 
The river was. from six 
to 
twenty 
feet wide and six feet deep. 
T here: 
were Germans beyond the first ridges. 
Beyond the river were new trenches. 
A heavy 
morning 
fog 
Thursday, 
morning hid 
the 
German 
machinej 
guns and almost caused the tanks to 
lose their way. 
The German resist­ 
ance was bitter. It began simultan­ 
eously with the attack, when they let 
down a heavy barrage that lasted 36j 
hours. 
It included gas and 
was 
cli-1 
reefed at St. Soupier and the line of j 
villages on either side. 
Five German 
divisions, 
including; 
the famous Third naval and elements: 
of six others, participated in the fight-1 
ing along the American second Corps’ 
front, of which the New Yorkers had 
the left wing and the C arolinas and 
the Tennessee troops the right. 
The first day the German naval di­ 
vision attacked from the left and an­ 
other division from the right. Fight­ 
ing continued by moonlight. 
When 
one 
division 
established 
headquarters, a mile east of St. Sou­ 
pier the major used a tank for an of­ 
fice. 
Holain. St. 
Martin 
Riviere 
and 
L’Arbre de Guise were captured the 
first day in a two-mile advance. The 
river was waded in some places and 
af others was 
crossed 
on 
bridges 
built by the engineers. 
At 7 o’clock on the first day the en-! 
gineers engaged in building bridges ] 
for the artillery under shell fire were 
embarrassed by prisoners who 
had 
surrendered to the tanks, which had 
plunged on ahead. 
On the second day tho 
Germans 
held strongly until the middle of the 
afternoon when they broke and gave 
ground. 
The British in the meantime 
had passed I a* Gateau on the north­ 
ward. 
The 
x\mericans 
took 
Ribeauville 
(two miles southeast of St. Couplet) 
and proceeded as far as Mazingheln 
ta mile northeast 
of 
Ribeauville), 
w hich an officer entered by moonlight 
and found unoccupied. 
He reported 
back, whereupon a regiment marched 
in behind ltd commanders as though 
on parade. 
This gave the Americans the third 
ridge. 
Three days’ 
fighting

Sample ballots have been received this week by 
the voters of ( bange county. 
How many have 
looked that ballot over? Looking it over, how many 
have any idea what the halt of tile ballot devoted 
to “Questions and Propositions Submitted to Vote 
of Electors" is about? 
Nearly everybody already knows or will know 
something about some of the propositions to be voted 
upon. The largest share of the voters, however, are 
in ignorance as to what a large majority of the prop­ 
ositions will do if they are carried. 
It behooves 
those voters to study carefully and read assiduously 
whatever they can get concerning the proposals. 
The Register is publishing Samuel Armor’s 
resume of the amendments and propositions that 
will appear on the ballot. 
We do not agree with 
.Mr. Armor in all of his conclusions, but that is 
neither here nor there so far as giving space and 
opportunity for a discussion of the amendments is 
concerned. 
In the main, we believe Mr. Armor is 
correct in his decisions. 
We will vote with him 
against the Rotninger bill, which is No. I on the 
ballot, and for the Bone Dry Measure, which is No. 


22 on the ballot. 
Not for the same reasons that he 
gives will we vote against the Single I ax Measure, 
which is No. 19. but nevertheless our vote will be the 
same as his—against it. Our ground of opposition 
to the Single Tax plan so far as its adoption at this 
time is concerned is based largely upomour firm con­ 
viction that any radical change now in a method of 
taxation would add to the confusion brought about 
by war conditions. 
It is no time to change horses. 
More than that the single tax advocates themselves 
do not agree that the proposition as offered to the! 
people of California is what it ought to be. 
Some 
of the single taxers are not going to vote for it as 
submitted to us. If the enthusiastic single tax advo­ 
cates cannot agree that the measure is what it ought 
to be. how can they expect the people to approve it? 
The Register has no doubt at all as to what 
should be done with Nos. 17 and 18. 
No. 17 is the 
measure that was subjected to referendum, and No. 
18 is offered as a substitute. 
At the last legislature 
a measure was put through by which it was pro­ 
posed to put all tax levying bodies of the state upon 
a budget basis. 
Very plainly the system proposed 
was businesslike and inevitably would protect the 
taxpayer. However, there developed opposition from 
the schools, which were not given the protection 
that the educators believed the schools should have. 
After No. 17 was subjected to referendum and was 
thus held up, a new measure was drawn up. embody­ 
ing all the good points of No. 17 and making pro­ 
visions ^or a consideration of schoor needs separate 
from other county needs. That new measure is No. 
18. and it i> an eminently desirable measure. 
When 
it becomes law, boards of supervisors and state de­ 
partments will have to know what they propose to 
do before they start out to do it. It will inject bus­ 
iness principles into administrations that have been 
going along in hap-hazard fashion. 
No. 17 should 
be defeated and No. 18 ought to be passed. 
There are many others of die twenty-five pro­ 
posals that are of great importance. 
Some are of 
no great consequence, hut each and every one should 
be understood by the voter. 
The columns of the 
Register are open for a discussion of the amendments. 
It is necessary that arguments be stated briefly and 
to the point.

DRINKING WATER IN JERUSALEM 


The consumption of watt r in Jerusalem has 
increased tenfold over la’-t year A All this because 
of the marvelous work of 1 
ii: ers with the British 
army. 
In all the 400 years < f ’n Turk'*, rule the pfl:- 
turesqr.e but most unhygienic leathern bag of the 
water carrier remained unimpn red. 
Deadly germs 
infested the water bags and cisterns of the Holy 
Land. 
Jerusalem’s water supply was mainly de­ 
pendent upon the winter rainfall, the rainwater be­ 
ing collected in underground reservoirs beneath 
houses and in insanitary wells. 
There was also a reservoir constructed by the 
Romans more than 1900 years ago. 
This was far 
from sufficient for present-day 1 eeds. 
W hen the British reselling army came in, its 
engineers tackled the problem of water supply almost 
at once. 
They searched until they found a group 
of- spring-heads up in the hills. These springs were 
found to be yielding 14,000 gallons of pure water 
an hour, and it was all going t(f waste. 
Piped to the 
top of a hill, collected in a clean gathering ground, 
then allowed to flow downhill into Jerusalem through 
a modern pipe system, this huge supply is now avail 
able to citizens of the ancient city. 
There are supplies direct to hospitals, and there 
are standpipes all over the city where inhabitants 
may obtain as much water as they want whenever 
they want it. 
This work was accomplished in ten weeks. The 
results will undoubtedly be permanent. 
People who 
have acquired a pure water supply and who are using 
ten times as much of it as formerly are not going 
to turn back to the dirty bags of tile street vendor. 


From Dr. Charlet D. Ussher’s “An American Physician 
in Turkey” 
In 1913, on my way to the meeting of the Medical 
Missionary Association df Turkey in Jerusalem, I visited 
Jaffa. 
From Jaffa I saw In the distance a high tower, 
and, in Inquiring what it was, was informed that it was 
the tower of the German hospice on the Mount of Olives. 
I gained accemfi|o the building and found it a magnificent 
and palatialWjpcture covering several acres of ground. 
There was iwkft a large throne room with a raised dais 
and behind this a beautiful mosaic picture of Frederick 
Barbarossa with his beard grown through the table as in 
the legend. On the right-hand wall was the portrait of 
the Empress of Germany and on the left-hand wall the 
royal arms of Prussia. 
There was a powerful search­ 
light in the tower which commanded a view of the Med­ 
iterranean, the Dead Sea and the River Jordan. It was 
whispered to me that there were cannon in the basement, 
smuggled in as “machinery,” and from the tower -was 
pointed out to me a double row of wire entanglements* 
about the building. 
Surprised and puzzled by all this, I said: “Tell me 
truly. I cannot believe that so elaborate and costly a 
building is meant simply as an inn for pilgrims. Who 
built it? What is its ultimate purpose?” 
They informed me that it had been built and paid 
for by Kaiser Wilhelm and dedicated to the Crowr^ 
Prince a few months previously. When again I inquired 
its ultimate purpose, I was told it was to be “First, the 
palace of the German Governor of Palestine.” 
“And then?” I queried: “and then?” 
“And then of the kaiser himself, from which he will 
rule his world kingdom.” 
I laughed at this point and got no further informa­ 
tion. 
I considered their final statements so absurd that * 
did not even discuss it with my English friends in Jerus­ 
alem, and ridiculed it in my letters home—of which fact 
have been reminded since I came to America. I thougnt 
differently about the incident two years later when I 
read Rohrbach’s “German World Policies,” in which he 
argues that the Turks and Germans are the same race 
and ought to be together, and in which' he outlines Ger­ 
many’s plan for Turkey. 
From perusal of this and of 
Bernhardi’s “Britain as a Vassal of Germany,” “J’Accuse,” 
by a German, and Van Houtte's “The Pan-Germanic 
Crime,” I was persuaded that the cry “Berlin to Bagdad” 
did not mean a railroad, but Prussian rule from Berlin 
to Bagdad as a preliminary to world rule. 
In July, 1914, a Turkish Vali told one of our American 
missionaries in Harput that a general European war was 
about to begin. The Turkish army was mobilizing even 
then.

Oil Line Across Scotland, 
Mine Barrage, Aviation 
Gimps, Wide Patrol 


WASHINGTON, 
Oct. 
22. — Con­ 
struction of the North Sea mine bar­ 
rage against submarines, agreement 
to lay an oil pipe line across Scotland, 
establishment of naval aviation ala­ 
tions from the Spanish border to the 
English Channel and other details of 
the work of the America® navy in 
foreign waters has been given to the 
public by Assistant Secretary Roose­ 
velt, who returned recently from §, 
European visit. 
“The American 
people 
teem 
to 
have very little idea of the extent of 
our naval activities abroad,” said Sec­ 
retary Roosevelt. 
“The tendency is 
to think merely of the convoying and 
patrol work our destibyers and other 
vessels are doing and the presence of 
our battleships with the British fleet. 
But important as this is, it is only a 
part of oar activities. There are doz­ 
ens of other things of importance of 
which little has been said.” 
The building of the northern mine 
barrage was 
one 
of 
the 
biggest 
things ever accomplished in ordnahca 
work, Mr. Roosevelt said. In turning 
out material for it, 
a 
number 
of 
plants in this country were kept busy 
for months. Several American bases 
were established on the British coast 
to lay and handle the mines. 
To save haulage of oil, the Ameri­ 
can navy has undertaken to construct 
a pipe line across Scotland. 
“All the way from the spanish bor­ 
der clear around to the English Chan­ 
nel,” said Mr. Roosevelt, “we have 
aviation stations so spaced that the 
entire coast line is covered by sea­ 
planes and dirigibles. These stations 
•were built almost entirely by our sail­ 
ors. 
At each there is an average of 
from 2<y> to 300 men. This aviation 
force and our patrol vessels have been 
doing such splendid work that for the 
past six months theft have been prac­ 
tically no sinkings within fifty miles 
of the French coast. We hope to ex­ 
tend this patrol zone to IOO miles.” 
In Northern France In co-operation 
with the British and Belgians, Secre­ 
tary Roosevelt said, there had been 
established what is known
